No Recount Requested 


To the voters of Michigan: 

Since Election Day, my primary con- 
cern has been to ensure that the voters 
of Michigan receive an accurate ac- 
counting of the Attorney General's race. 
This race has been the closest state- 
wide race in more than fifty years. Less 
than two-tenths of one percent sepa- 
rates the candidates. In some states, 
such a slim margin would trigger an 
automatic recount. 

Over the weekend, | reviewed a 
detailed precinct-by-precinct analysis of 
election results in the Attorney General's 
race. Anomalies, errors, and irregulari- 
ties were uncovered. Some have been 
corrected. Others have not been. 

Although | believe a recount would 
uncover additional anomalies and er- 
rors, and further narrow.the gap in this 
extremely tight race, |am not convinced 
that a recount would alter the ultimate 
result. Given this, | will not request a 
recount. Rather than subject the voters 
of Michigan to a protracted electoral and 
legal battle, | believe it is time to move 
forward. | have telephoned my oppo- 
nent, Mike Cox, and offered him my 
congratulations and wished him well. 

This was a hard-fought campaign 
and would not have been possible with- 
outthe countless hours of effort put forth 
by family, my staff, and my supporters. | 
want to thank all the tremendous indi- 
viduals and organizations for their hard 
work, determination, faith, and commit- 
ment. Although this campaign is over, | 
will continue fighting for the people and 
the principles that brought me to public 
service.

The American Diabetic Association 
(ADA) is the nation's leading nonprofit 
health organization that conducts dia- 
betes research. Founded in 1940, the 
ADA has invested more than $200 mil- 
lion in diabetes research. The mission of 
the organization is to prevent and cure 
diabetes and to improve the life of those 
already affected by the disease. 

Diabetes is a disease in which the 
pancreas does notcreate insulin to con- 
trol the glucose level in the blood. This 
was one of the many diseases that we 
learned in health occupations at Romu- 
lus High School. 

Every November, the ADA spon- 
sors the "American Diabetes Month" 
program for people with diabetes and 
those who are unaware of the disease. 
The program's goalis to increase aware- 
ness through dilated-eye and foot exam-

inations and blood-glucose and blood- 
pressure testing. Taking these tests rou- 
tinely, while also keeping your blood 
pressure under control, can prevent se- 
rious complications of diabetes. 

Along with the testing, the ADA spon- 
sors a walk called "America's Walk for 
Diabetes." The ADA knows that walking 
can help control diabetes, and so do the 
100,000 people who participate each 
year. The "walkers" come from 245 cit- 
ies around the country to support the 
program. The ADA also does a very 
goodjob of reaching the community with 
other health screenings andinformation 
about diabetes. 

One of out 17 Americans has diabe- 
tes and 1 in 3 of them do not know it. My 
family has a history of diabetes, so | 
wanted to know more information about 
the disease and what | could do to 
prevent it. As a result, | am going to 
change my diet and increase my exer- 
cise level. | don't want to live a life full of 
needles and sickness due to the compli- 
cations of diabetes. | have not been 
diagnosed with diabetes, but | am very 
aware of the risk of developing the dis- 
ease, especially since diabetes runs in 
my family. | will do all | can to lower my 
risk so that | will live a happy and dis- 
ease-free life.

Guest speaker Al Swain gave the 
students at Romulus High School some 
valuable insights into what it is like to be 
handicapped and how to relate with 
handicapped individuals. Swain, who is 
blind and has multiple sclerosis, spoke 
about his life experiences. 

Diagnosed with severe visual prob- 
lems at the age of nine, Swain attended 
the Michigan School for the Blind in 
Lansing. During his senior year there, 
specialists determined that the cause of 
his blindness was multiple sclerosis. 

Swain had a high-school career as 
a top student and outstanding wrestler. 
Then one day at Olivet College, after he 
had to give up wrestling and became 
confined to a wheelchair, Swain got the 
wake-up call of his life. He noted how he

Living. This organization is staffed with 
volunteers and provides vital resources 
for individuals with disabilities. Swain 
works to help individuals find housing, 
employment, andskills training, andalso 
provides insight to peer support groups. 
He counsels an average of 70 people 
each month. 

Special-education teacher/consult- 
ant Suzanne Snyder and social worker 
Rhonda McAllister organized the 4th 
annual Handicapable Week at RHS in 
order to promote the understanding and 
acceptance of individuals who face 
physical, visual, articulation, and intel- 
lectual challenges.
